It is probable that Dr. D.K. Tuttle, the new melter and refiner of your mint, will enter on 
duty on the first proximo. It will be necessary, of course, for the present melter and refiner to 
make a settlement for the purpose of ascertaining his wastage, and to deliver to you all the 
bullion in his possession. 


You will please instruct the melter and refiner to take the necessary steps toward making 
his settlement, so that it may be completed on the last day of this month. It would be well for him 
to run as large a portion as possible of the silver in his possession into ingots, and as far as 
practicable the gold, so that it may not be necessary to return bullion to the new melter and 
refiner. 


I suggest that no more deliveries of bullion be made to the melter and refiner by you.
